Washington, October, 13.—(Special.)—Sena- 
tor Foraker declares,that the garrisoning 
of Cuba by American troops is not going 
to be tolerated by congress. TH@re must, 
he says, be no American army saddled on 
Cuba after the peace treaty is signed and 
ratified, and he declares it his opinion that 
congress will allow nothing of the kind. 
In the strongest terms the Oh!o senator 
puts himself squarely against the presi- 
dent’s policy of maintaining an army of 
occupation in the already army-ridden Isle, 
and he indicates that there will be strong 
republican support of the democratic policy 
of recognizing the rights of the Cuban 
people to enfoy the independence which 
they have, after so much struggle, won. 
The senator is a member of the commit- 
tes on foreign relations and:it was his 
resolution on which congress based its de- 
mand for the intervention which brought 
war. As is well known, Senator Foraker 
was always a strong advocate of the recog- 
-mition of the independence of the Cubans. 
He has, since the war was brought to a 
practical clase, contended that there would 
| be no unpleasant or dangerous complica- 
‘tione—that, tndeed, all would be peaceful 
and the salvation of the Cubans would be 
the quicker worked out—if the sovereignty 


of the Cuban republie were recognized and

- ‘What Foraker Says. 

He has made no concealment of hig views 
at any time. In an interview printed here. 
however, they are Stated so forcibly and 
succinctly that the whole is worth re- 
producing.

No Right ar Authority. 

““As s00n as the Spaniards shall have 
withdrawn and peace shall be declared, the 
powers of the president of the United 
States in Cuba will have been brought to 
an end, and he will have no more right or 
authority to maintain an army jn the island 
than to maintain an army in any other 
friendly, free and independent foreign 
country, unless congress in the treaty of 
peace shall give him addiuonal authority 
to that effect. 

“I do not believe that any treaty con- 
taining any such provision will be ratified 
by a two-thirds vote. 

“This talk we hear about maintaining an 
army of 60,000 men in Cuba, therefore, after 
the Spaniards have left the island, is, to 
say the Jeast, not well considered. 

“There will be no authority for such oc- 
cupation, to begin with, and in the second 
place the American peopie do not want 
an army in Cuba to watch over the Cu- 
bans, who alone will be left in the island 
after the Spaniards have evacuated, and 
who will be as free and independent as we 
are. , 

Should Follow the Programme. 

*“My idea about Cuba is that we should 
follow the programme of congress as clear- 
ly marked out; that is. dr:ve out the Span- 
jards, give the government that the na- 


tives are to choose a steadying hand and a 
godspeed, bring our troops home, continue 
friendly relations, recognizing their inde- 
pendence and treating them fairly and 
justiy and then await events. 

“It will not be long under such a policy 
until Cuba will appeal for annexation, just 
as Hawaii has done. With Hawali and 
Porto Rico and the sugar, tobacco, coffee 


and other products of these islands in the 
possession of the United States. Cuba must 
eventually become a part of our union. She 
cannot afford to stay out long under those 
conditions. Self-interest as we}l] as friend- 
ly feeling will impel her toward us.”’ 


In: speaking of the proceedings of the 
Paris peace commission and the numerous 
stories afloat that the Spanish commission- 
ers are obstinate in their demands that the 
United States must not insist upon retain- 
ing the Philippines without making con- 
cessions to Spain in .other quarters, Sen- 
ator Foraker said: 

“I am not at all surprised that we should 
be receiving such reports from Paris con- 
cerning the proceedings of the commission. 
When you get a Spaniard into the domain 
of diplomacy itt is very difficult to tell what 
will happen. I see a report to the effect 
that the Spaniards have demanded that if 
we retain the Philippines we must surren- 
der Cuba to their government. I do not 
think that any such agreement will be 
made and I am sure it should not be. 

The Commission a Mistake. 

“The difficulty with the peace commis- 
sion is that it never should have been. 
We should have had a treaty of peace in- 
stead of a protocol at the conclusion of 
kostilities. But now that we have created 
this commission, we will be obliged to re- 
main patient. And I have great confidence 
that our commissioners will not accept 
anything that will not be satisfactory to 
the country. Therefore, I dismiss all these 
claims the Spaniards are reported to be 
making as mere Spanish talk. 

“rT have no patience with any proposition 
looking to an agreement whereby the Unit- 
ed States shall maintain only a coaling 
station in the Philippines. A simple coal- 
ing station there would prove far more ex- 
pensive and troublesome to maintain and 
defend than to maintain and defend the 
whole group. If the United States accepts 
a coaling station or a single island, Spain, 
and possibly other powers to whom ces- 
sions in the Philippines might be made by 
Spain, would have good excuse to maintain 
troops and a navy there which would be 
a constant menace to our reace and quiet 
in the islands.”

MODIFICATIONS ARE REJECTED. 


England, Russia, France and Italy Tell 
the Sultan To Get Out. 

Rome, October 13.—Great Britain, Russia, 
France and Itew have decided to reject the 
porte’s suggested modffications in the ulti- 
matum to the Turkish government on the 
evacuation of the island of Crete—particu- 
larly the sultaa’s proposal to hold three 
fortified places, with garrisons sufficient to 
protect the Mohammedans and to defend 
the Ottoman flag. 

They are sending an identical note to this 
effect to Constantinople reminding the sul- 
tan that every Turkish soldier must leave 
Crete within the time specified in the ulti- 
matum.

President's Tour Across Hawkeye 
Stale Is Stopped Many Times, 


SPEECHES ORDER OF THE DAY 


At Burlington He 's Orlven Through 
Brilliantly Lighted Streets, 


FOREIGN POLICY WEEL DISCUSSED 


Addressing the Vast Crowds, Mr. Mc- 
Kinley Pays High Tribute to the 
Soldier and the Sailor and 
Speaks of Patriotism 
of the People. 


Galesburg, Ill., October 13.—Across the 
wind-swept prairies of Iowa the president 
of the United States ‘has been whirled to- 
day on his return trip from the Omaha 
exposition. 

In western Iowa the crowds were large 
and clamerous at every point, but when the 
eastern part of the stete was reached 
their magnitude seemed to swell at every 
stopping place until at Burlington, on the 
Mississippi, the climax was reached. There 
the president did not attempt to talk, but 
was taken in a carriage through the bril- 
liantly lighted streets, and for twenty 
blocks was kept busy lifting his hat in re- 
sponse to the wild cheers of the citizens. 

Probably the worst crush of people that 
Mr. McKinley ever experienced was at the 
Burlington station when the carriages 
came back. The president was forced al- 
most to fight his way for fifty yards to 
reach the entrance to his private car, but 
throughout all this he preserved his good 
temper and maintained a smiling coun- 
tenance as indeed has been the case with 
him during his western trip. 

As the train swept eastward the tenor of 
the president's epeeches seemed to center 
more and more on the question of the 
foreign policy of the government, and, 
judging by the applause of his auditors,

At some points after.ho had finished 
speaking, Mr. McKinley presented to the 
people the members of the cabinet wao are 
with him, and the cheers for Sacretaries 
Bliss, Gage ani Wilson and Postmaster 
General Smith were almgst as hearty as 
those given for the president, 

At Hastings three little girls, with hands 
full of flowers, were lifted wp to the level 
with the president. He took the hands of 
each little one and thanked them in a low 
tone for the roses. 

Before the train started, reaching far out 
over the railing, he took the outstretched 
hands of a lady who must have been 
seventy-five years old. She said to him: 

‘Mr. President, this is the happiest mo- 
mem of my life.’’ 

He Speaks at Hastings. 

» The remarks of President McKinley, at 
wWiastings were as follows: 

» “My Fellow Citizens: It has given me 
great pleasure as I have journeyed through 
this glorious gtate to observe evidences 
both of patriotism and of prosperity. We 
have pretty much everything tn this coun- 
try to make it happy. We have good 
money, we have ample revenues, We have 
unquestioned national credit, but what 
we want is new markets, and as the trade 
follows the flag it looks very much as if 
we were going to have new markets.”’ 

At Red Oak, Iowa, the president faced 
a crowd which numbered easily 6,000 peo-

e have come out of events of the last 
five months glorious in our victories and 
more glorious in the results which are 
to follow them, We 4re fortunate in the 
virtue of our people and in the valor of 
our soldiers and sailors.

SHAFTER TO MILES 
Secretary of War Submit Corres- 
pondence to Investigating Board, 


PAPERS = ARE INTERESTING 


Head of the Department Ipnored Sug- 
gestion by the \ommander 


PROVIDED A SUCCESSOR TO SHAFTER 


War Inquiry Commission Glances Over 
Entertaining Decuments and 
Hears Surgeon Hoff Discuss 
the Conditions at Camp 
Thomas. 


Washington, October 13.—After devoting 
the afternoon to hearing the testimony of 
Dr. Hoff, a chief surgeon of the Third 
army corps, stationed at Camp Thomas, 
the war investigating commission gave the 
remainder of the day to the reading of 
papers submitted by Secretary Algér, with 
his -.atement concerning the wonduct of 


the war. 

The papers included orders for the move- 
ment of troops, communications to the 
secretary of war from the officers in the 
field and from the navy to/them and vari- 
ous other documents bearing upon the sub- 
ject of the investigation. 

The documents reveal the facts that 
General Miles recommended the occupation 
of the Isle of Pjnes about the time of the 
battle of Santiago, and the Secretary Alger 
disapproved the suggestion. It also ap- 
pears that General Miles recommended 
that some point between Santiago and 
Porto Rico be taken previous to the begif- 
ning of either campaign. 

The correspondence also developed the 
fact that there was an apparent conflict of 
authority between Generals Miles and 
Shafter at Tamapa before the Santiago 
campaign was inaugurated. It also shows 
that orders were ued by the secretary of 
war that in the ev that General Shafter 
should..be disabled. bse sickness or other 
cause the command of the troops at San- 
tlago should davolve upon General Wheeler 
and upon the next in command in case of 
the disability of both Shafter and Wheeler. 

The commission has summoned Mafor 
Louis J. Leaman, a surgeon in the First 
volunteer engineers, to appear before it, 
and she is expected to testify at’ tomorrow's 
session. He has recently been quoted in 
New York as saying that 200 men had died 
daily because of the maladministration of 
the quartermaster department. 

Lieutenant Colonel J. G. Hoff was before 
the war investigating commissfon at its 
forenoon session. He is a regular army 
officer and was chief surgeon in the Thira 
army corps at Camp Thomas, Chickamauga 
park. He said he did not consider the 
camp to have been in the best sanitary 
condition, but expiessed the opinion that 
is was the best it could be, under the cir- 
cumstances. 

Men Camped Too Close Together. 

The men were encamped somewhat closer 
to each other than they should properly 
have been, end it mad been impossible 
without blasting to make the sinks as 
deep ag good sanitation required, owing to 
a layer of limestone two or three feet be- 
low the surface of the grouund throughout 
the camp. Furthermore, it was impossible 
to compel the men to use the sinks, and he 
thought it probable that this difficulty had 
led to injurious results. Every effort had 
been made to have the sinks properly cov- 
ered and disinfected und to have the men 
use them. . 

Dr. Hoff said that in the beginning the 
camp was lacking in medical supplies. 
There were at this time many cases of 
diarrhoea and it had not been possible to 
meet all the demands for remedies. 

The shortage was due to the fact that it 
had been expected the troops would come 
to camp supplied with medicines, but some 
of them failed in this respect, making a 
greater demand than had been counted 
upon. Continuing, Dr. Hoff said the capa- 
city of the division hospital was often 
doubled and trebied. It some times oc- 
curred that there were eight men in tents 
which were intended should accommodate 
six, because of delay in gecuring tentage 
to care for the increase of Wiseases which 
was unexceptionally rapid. 

Sick Men in Beds on the Floor. 

On one cr two occasions patients were 
necessarily placed in beds made up on the 
floors, because of a temporary deficiency 
in cots. The orders provided for careful 
disinfection in typhoid As a rule 
nurses were without training and this 
fact occasioned some difficulty in dealing 
with typhiod cases. Yet he knew of no 
specific cases of guffering on this account.

The excitement of yesterday prior to the 
arrival of the negro train wes equally to- 
night when it beeame known that a special 
train consisting of one box car, three} ap- 
parently empty coaches and a caboose that 
passed through 54 evening 
bore two carloads of negroes taken through 
here to Springfield yesterday. The train 
went south, and by a clever ruse succeeded 
in passing through Virden quietly and 
without interference. <A big crowd of min- 
ers was as the station, but the militia held 
them in check. 

When the train stopped at the stockade 
Captain Fevier, who was in command 
there, shouted: 

“Dont allow any one to disembark from 
that train)’ 

The gate was thrown open, and a file 
of soldiers rushed out on the double quick 
with fixed bayonets and lined up alongside 
the train. General Manager Lukens made 
a formal request that their employees be 
allowed to land and enter the stockade. 
Captain Fevier declined to grant this. Then 
Mr. J.uKens put it in the form of a demand, 
but! the officer replied that he was under 
firm orders from Governor Tanner to pre- 
vent the disembarking of any negro min- 
ers at the works, and he would have ta 
carry out these Instructions, General Man- 
ager Lukens protested in vain, and the 
train pulled out, headed south. 

Troops Only Prevented Trouble, 

By this time the advance guard of the 
strikers gathered at the depot hnad_ad- 
vanced up to the track within one me 
yards of the stockade. The presence of 
armed bluecoats in the lookout boxes evi- 
dently halted them, as they remained there 
until the train passed, when they greeted 
it with waving hats and cheers for Gov- 
ernor Tanner, who they believed had been 
instrumental in starting the blacks on their 
homeward journey. After the departure 
of the train Mr. Lukens made this state- 
ment: 

“From my own personal knowledge, I 
can say that no shots were fired from the

Paris, October 13.—The American peace

Capehart, to the commander of the north 
Atlantic station, Commodore Philip. The

There was a loud report, and without a 
cry Dickinson sank to the ground. 

In the confusion that followed the other 
deserters fled to the woOods and made their 
escape :

ed. The bullet entered Dickinson’s neck 
just at the base of the skul] and came out 
of his jaw tearing one side of his face 
almost entirely away.

Novel Means of Suicide of a Mur- 
deress. 

Des Moines, la., October- 13.—Stranger 
than the death of Cleopatra from the sting 
of an asp was the death of Cora Smith, 
self-confessed murderess of her father, yes- 
terday at the Anamosa, Ia., state prison. 
She committed suicide by eating spidera, 
Famous before her tragic death, she now 
stands alone as the most weird and fat- 
tustic figure ever brought into prominence 
in western criminal annals. 

The court of the prison, where the female 
are allowed to take their exer- 
cise. is. surrounded by high stone walls. 
Here the spiders come out from the crev- 
ices in the rocks to bosk in the sunshine. 
Cora captured them, one at a time, placed 
them fin her handkerchief and hid them in 
a paper’ bag in her cell. When s8.ie had 
accumulated enough, she began to eat 
them. Aclarge nymber of spiders were 
found inh by the side her 
after hdr death.

Football between Macon and Columbus, 
at 3 p. m. 

Battle of Manila, at 8 p. m. 

Venetian revel, at 10 p. m. 

The different events were witnessed by 
fully fifty thousand people. 
The entire programme 

success. « 

The festivities of the day commenced at 
11 o'clock with the parade of the industries 
of Macon. It was perhaps the grandest 
and best that has ever been given in this 
state. Aside from the story of erfterprise 
and industry, of a vast volume of trade and 
of a people united in their patriotism, it 
was magnificent in the wealth of design 
and the great scope of the advertisement. 

The floats represented a tremendous 
amount of work and a large expenditure of 
money. They represented a spirit of pride 
in development and a firm bellef in the 
great future in store for this city under 
new conditions, 

The order of the parade was excellent, 
and Marshal Duncan and his aids deserve 
the thanks of the whole number of those 
who gathered to see the parade. 

The crowds, which have been large in 
the preceding days, were larger today. 
of march 
was filled and every possible point of van- 
tage from which the parade could be seen 
was occupied two hours before the parade 
started. The sidewalks were lined and 
packed from the edge to the buildings, and 
when this is said of Macon sidewalks it 
means something. 

In Four Sections. 

The procession was several miles in 
length, and had to be divided into four 
sections: 

First sectlon—Composed of manufactur- 
ers, under command of Lieutenant Robert 
Hazlehurst. 

Gecond section—Composed of wholesale 
display, under command of Lieutenant 
Miller White. ¢ 

Thiré section—Comrosed of retail houses’ 
display, under command of Captain Jud 
Hill. 

Fourth section—Rallroads and

First section met on Second street south 
of Oak.

Fourth section on Pine, east of Second. 

The line of march was from Second street 
on Plum to Fourth, Fourth to Poplar, Pop- 
lar to Third, Third to Mulberry, Mulberry 
to Gecond, Second to Cherry, Cherry to 
First, to Cotton avenue and city hall, down 
nofth side of Poplar street to Second, 
Second to Cherry, down Cherry to Fourth, 
Fourth to Mulberry, Mulberry to New, New

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An Aggressive Campaign. 

As the date of the congressional elec: 
tiens approaches, it becomes more and 
more apparent that the democrais have 
at least a fair chance to capture the next 
house. The republicans seem at dast to 
have waked up to a realization of this 
State of ailairs, and in their despera- 
tion are preparing to flood the close 
districts with money—the one chance 
they have of averting the defeat which 
is sure to come if there is an honest €x- 
pression of the will of the people. 

The reports which the republican 
campaign managers have received from 
their trusted lieutenants throughout the 
country have opened their eyes to the 
desperate condition of affairs from their 
standpoint in many districts where they 
had large majorities in the campaign of 
1896, as well as in the many more where 
the plurality given the republican victors 
was slight. 

Thd republicans started out to make 
their campaign on the issue of ‘the war, 
taking to themselves all the credit for 
its successful and speedy completion. 
Grosvenor and the others of the talking 
brigade announced in loud tones their 
intention to run the democrats. into a 
hole on that “issue” alone, sand tok a 
time they nursed the delusion that they 
would be smooth enough to fool the peo- 
ple into returning a republican congress 
on such a plea. When the potency of 
any such issue was dispelled they were 
at sea, and they have remained in that 
state until now. 

They have come to realize, moreover, 
that some of the elemenfs which were 
present in the presidential campaign are 
lacking now. While they undoubtedly 
have a large amount of money for this 
campaign, they have nothing like the 
sum that was used for corruption pur- 
poses in that last campaign, and _ the 
purchasable element, having had its pal- 
ate tickled by terrapin and champagne, 
is going to be hard to satisfy on corn 
beef and cabbage diet. Then there is 
an apparent absence of that mighty ele- 
ment of coercion which plaved so im- 
portant a part two years ago. There 
may be the same desire on the part of 
the corporations to control the votes of 
all those with whom thev do business, 
but there is very great doubt of their 
ability to secure the results they did 
then. 

To these two factors alone McKinley 
owes his election. Every vote from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific that could be 
bought outright, or coerced under the 
strongest kind of business pressure or 
thropgh threats of discharge, went to 
the republican ticket. e 

That the conditions are different now, 
the republican managers ar? just begin- 
ning to realize. They are also just 
waking to the fact that the democrats 
have been all the time waging an ag- 
gressive campaign, and that it has been 
a telling one. Whether they win or lose, 
the democrats will have the satisfaction 
of knowing that they have from the 
first fought the good ficht in an honest, 
straightforward, manly wav—hiding 
nothing. pretending nothing, compromis- 
ing nothing. The campaign managers 
and the campaign orators have made 
their fight squarely on the Chicago plat- 
form with its magnificent declaration of 
democratic principles. There has been 
no equivyocation, none of the still-hunt 
business which has sometimes marked 
campaign methods. 

The campaign book issue, by the con- 
gressiona] committee is the,official state- 
ment of the position of the party. That, 
from one cover to the other, has the 
ring of true democracy. The temptation 
to make other issues than those present- 
ed by the Chicago platform has not af- 
fected the campaign managers any more 
than it has the people. The fight has 
been out in the open. The republicans 
on the other hand are resorting to their 
usual methods of political jnegiery. In 
New York, where a state ticket is to be 
elected, they are &ttempting to fight en- 
tirely shy of the great state issues on 
which the contest must by right stand, 
and are endeavoring to shove national 
issues to the fore. On the other 
hand, in Ohio, the president’s Own state, 
where he should of all places he willing 
to stand on the issue of the gold stand- 
ard to which he has pledged his admin- 
istration. the republicans are trying to 
sidetrack all talk of the mcrev question, 
and have put up a civil service bogy to 
hit at. 

The contrast in the campaign meth- 
ods is most marked. The democrats have 
the courage of their convictions, They 
know they are right, and thev are not 
afraid to stand squarely to their con- 
victions. There can be no question of the 
growth in strength of those principles 


with the people since the campaign of - 


1896. There can. moreover, be no ques- 
tion of the triumph of those convictions 
in the congressional elections if a fair 


and honest election were assured. If 
the republicans have a gufficient fund 
to repeat the frauds of the presidential 
campaign, they may succeed in postpon- 
ing the inevitable until 1900. But it is 
bound to come. The principles of de- 
mocracy are right, and in the end they 
are sure to prevail. 
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Our Trade with China. 

Great Britain has good reason to be 
exercised. over the manner in which the 
United States ig competing with her in 
China. Several years ago Great Britain 
had everything her own way in that 
great empire, but conditions have at 
length changed, and she realizes that 
her commercial supremacy in the far 
east is seriously endangered. 

Of <ourse Great Britain still makes 
large exports to China. Last year her 
exports to that country aggregated in 
value $35,500,000,. while those «f the 
United States aggregated in value only 
$17,984,472. or barely one-half. But when 
the figures for the past eighteen years 
are carefully examined, it will be found 
that the trade of Great Britain with 
China has decreased 25 per cent during 
this period of time, while the trade of 
the United States with China has in- 
creased 400 per cent during this same 
period of time. Without introducing 
cumbersome data, this may be clearly 
shown from the fact that in 1880 Great 
Britain’s exports to China aggregated 
$47,500,000, or $12,000,000 more than in 
1897. while the exports of the United 
States to China aggregated $3,975,000, or 
$14,000,000 less than in 1897. Thus, dur- 
ing the past eighteen years, Great Brit- 
ain has not even succeeded in holding 
her own in China, while the United 
States has succeeded in more than quad- 
rupling her exports. 

This showing certainly calls for con- 
gratulation on our part, but, instead of 
of causing us to relax our efforts in Chi- 
na, or to feel satisfied with what we have 
accomplished in that quarter, it ought to 
make us more determined than ever to 
wrest the commercial supremacy from 
Great Britain, not only in China but in 
other Asiatic countries. With the in- 
creased interest and prestige which we 
have recently gained in the Pacific, it 
ought to be comparatively easy for us 
to cultivate trade relations with China 
and Japan. and if we are prudent in fol- 
lowing up the fruits of our victories, we 
will not allow some other country to 
secure the benefits which properly be- 
long to us. 
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Foraker and the Cubans. 

Senator Foraker is one republican 
leader who views the Cuban situation 
from the standpoint of the majority of 
the people of this country. 

The senator has at no time lost faith 
in the wisdom of the position he took in 
congress when urging the recognition of 
the independen@ of the Cubans, and 
he sees in the present condition of af- 
fairs down there additional reasons for 
believing that he and his associates were 
right in advocating that justice be done 
the Cuban patriots. 

The Ohio senator declares with force, 
and no man is more forcible in stating 
h.s views, that congress is not going to 
tolerate the administration scheme of 
Egyptizing Cuba. We want no standing 
army of occupation there, he contends. 
‘The proper course with regard to Cuba 
is the practical recognition of that in- 
dependence which was recognized in 
words in the resolution of congress, 
which said: “The people of Cuba are, 
and of right ought to be, free and inde- 
pendent,” 

The senator takes direct issue with 
the administration plans looking: to a 
large standing army and the location 
of a big part of it in Cuba for an indefi- 
nite period. Senator. Foraker is not al- 
ways right nor is. he always on the pop- 
ular side; but he can feel secure in his 
position this fime. He is right, and the 
people are with him. 

Despite all the efforts that have been 
made to depreciate the Cubans, the peo- 
ple of the country, without regard to 
party, are determined. that justice shal] 
be done those people. And congress, re- 
flecting the will of the people, no matter 
how great the pressure of the Hannas 
and the Elkinses and the Hales to the 
contrary, will see that right prevails in 
the end, 
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The Cotton Movement. 

We are in receipt of the latest publi- 
cation issued by Messrs. Latham, Alex- 
ander & Co., of New York, dealing with 
the cotton movement in its different 
phases and covering the period from 
1893 to 1898. As usual, this wide-awake 
firm has succeeded in compiling with 
the utmost brevity the result of its in- 
vestigation into this important subject, 
and is giving to the public the benefit 
of every essential item bearing upon 
the production and manufacture of cot- 
ton. 

One of the most -instructive features 
of the book is the article from the pen 
of Mr. Thomas Ellison, of Liverpool, on 
the cotton industry in Japan. Mr. Elli- 
son shows that Japan has made phenom- 
enal strides of late vearsinthe manu- 
facture of cotton, and that while she 
produces the staple herself in small 
quantities, she is forced to import the 
great bulk of her raw material. In 1886, 
when she first began to put up edtton 
mills, he states that she’imported the 
bulk of her raw material from China, In 
that year she imported only 4,000 pounds 
of cotton from the United States, against 
22.000 pounds from India and 6,762,000 


pounds from China. In 1897 she import- - 


ed 46,362,000 pounds from the United 
States: but she also imvorted 70,647,000 
pounds. from’ China and _ 180,150,000 
pounds from India. In the aggregate, 
Mr. Ellison shows that the cotton in- 
dustry of Japan absorbed last year near- 
ly 300,000,000 pounds of imported cot- 
ton. This ought to open the eves of the 
United States to the possibilities which 
Japan and other countries of the orient 
hold out to trade. We ought to find 
good markets for our cotton in those 
countries, 

Mr. Ellison states that in 1886 there 
were only 65,420 spindles employed in 
the cotton industry in Japan, whereas in 
1897 there were 781,619 spindles thus em- 
ployed. Before the present year closes 
he states that the number of spindles 
will reach 1,150,000. Japan’s ambition 
seems to- be to manufacture whatever 
she consumes in the line of cotton goods 
and to supply the demands of other Asi- 
atic countries. . Consequently, she will 
continue to make large purchases of raw 
material in foreign markets: and we 
ought to be able to sell her. Mr. Elli- 
son does not extend his observations in 
detail to China; but we are warranted in 
believing that the same industrial awak- 
ening which has come to Japan will 
shortly come to China also. We need to 
keep our eyes upon the orient and to 
look in that direction for our markets. 


But to note other important features of 
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the TebNeatine. it contains the revised 
figures for the cotton crop of the United 
States for 1897-98. According to these 
figures, the cotton crop last year aggre- 
gated 11,199,994 bales, against 8,757,664 
bales for 1896-97; while the value of last 
year’s crop at the export price reached 
$338,432,458, against $327,547,854 for the 
crop of 1896-97. In view of the increased 
Size of last year’s crop, it ought to have 
brought much better figures. Of the 
11,199,994 bales of cotton produced last 
year, 7,674,065 bales were exported, and 
3,443,581 bales were consumed in the 
mills of this country, against 2,847,351 
bales consumed in like manner in 1896- 
97. The number of bales consumed in 
the mills of the south reached 1,231,841, 
against 1,042,671 bales for the preceding. 
Another important feature of the pub- 
lication is the description which it gives 
of the round process of baling cotton, 
showing the advantages which this new 
process holds over the old, and making 
it clear that the demands of commerce 
will ultimately call for the universal 
adoption of the new process of baling. 
Other important features are contained 
in the publication, but we cannot take 
the time to mention them in this con- 
nection. With respect to the present 
year’s cotton crop, Messrs. Latham, Alex- 
ander & Co., state that they are unable 
to make any definite forecast further 
than to predict that it will be much 
shorter than last year’s cotton crop.

How It Injures Atlanta. 


Editor Constitution—I wish to congratu- 
late you on your editorial in this morning’s 
paper concerning the danger to the south 
in spreading broadcast unnecessary alarm. 
through injudicious publications, about. the 
yellow fever. I know from personal expe- 
rience how such publications have affected, 
and are affecting, the city of Atlanta. 

Only a short while ago I went to New 
York for the purpose of getting skilled 
workmen to come to Atlanta, and found a 
great many idle men who were anxious for 
work, but when it was ascertained that 
they were to go to the south, most of 
them refused to make contracts, fearing 
the climate and yellow fever. After a week 
spent in New York, contracts with a half 
dozen men were made, who were to come 
to Atlanta the week following, their tickets 
having Been furnished them. Of this num- 
ber not a single man came, instead of this 
they wrote that they were unwilling to sub- 
mit themselves to the risk of fever which 
was prevailing in the south. We will add 
that we have been in great need of skilled 
help and for six weeks past have used every 
effort to get northern men here, but have 
failed utterly. We attribute this condition 
of affairs to the unnecessary prominence 
that some of the southern newspapers have 
given “Yellow Fever News,” making sene- 
sational articles concerning a matter which 
should not have been noticed at all, and 
publishing maps which locate Georgia in 
the hotbed of the infected area. The rate 
of mortality even in the yellow fever dis- 
tricts. 500 miles away from Atlanta, is not 
as great as the death rate from either 
typhoid fever, diphtheria or consumption, 
so prevalent in the north, and which goes 
unnoticed by northern journals. 

There is no doubt of the fact that the

LAST NIGHT AT 8 O'CLOCK THERE 
was taken into the police barracks a 
middle-aged white man with handcuffs 
about his wrists, and by his side wds a 
sheriff, who asked that the man with the 
handcuffs be locked up for the night. It 
was not a scene that is new to the at- 
taches of the police barracks, but it was a 
chapter in one of the most remarkable 


murder stories that has ever been recorded , 


in the annals of crime in Georgia. 

The man under arrest was sald to be 
Oliver P. Jones, and he claimed that he 
was L. P. Dawson. The guard was 
Sheriff N. W. Parker, of Marion county. 
The charge against the prisoner was the 
murder of Mitson Melton. It was a foul 
murder, and it was committed eighteen 
years ago in Marion county, Georgia, It 
was as black a crime as ever darkened the 
pages of Georgia’s history, and it seemed 
destined to take its place among the mur- 
der mysteries never to be cleared up. The 
man supposed to have committed the crime 
disappeared, and was not heard of until 
sixteen years passed by. 

Added to the horrible crime came an- 
other chapter of mystery as soon as it was 
supposed the right man had been captured 
after the lapse of so many years, for he 
claimed that it was a case of mistaken 
identity, and made a bitter fight in the 
courts for his freedom. This occurred in 
the far-away western state where he was 
arrested. . 

Last night, handcuffed and ciosely guard- 
ed, he was brought to Atlanta on his way 
to Marion county, the scene of the crime 
of long ago. 

* The Foul Crime of Long Ago. 

In 1881, on a dark night, while Mitson 
Melton, a prosperous farmer,and a man who 
who had the esteem of all who knew him, 
sat quietly by ‘nis fireside resting, after a 
day of hard and honest toil, there was a 
rap on the door, and Melt& arose with a 
light in his hand to open the door. Be- 
lieving it was some friendly neighbor come 

call, he drew the latch and 
open the door. There was a 
a report from a pistol in the 
hands of an assassin who hid in the 
shadows. With a groan Farmer Melton 
fell back with a pistol ball in his heart. 
The light in his hand went out no more 
suddenly than the light of his life. 

The crime was published in all the papers 
of Georgia, and was talked about as one 
of the most dastardly deeds that had ever 
occurred in the state. The officers of the 
law went to work to ferret out the perpe- 
trator, and they soon discovered that Mel- 
ton had had a quarrel with one of his 
neighbors, named Oliver P. Jones, and 
when a search was made for Jones he 
could not be found. From that day to 
this there has never been any doubt about 
Jones ‘having committed the murder; but 
Jones could not be located, and so the 
crime was placed among those classed as 
unavenged murders,

The prisoner at first refused to talk, He 
said he had been grossly misrepresented 
and imposed upon, and he had decided to 
have nothing more to say. He finally de- 
cided to talk, upon an assurance that he 
would be fairly treated. He sald: 


The Story of the Prisoner. 

“TIT am not Oliver P. Jones. My name # 
L. P. Dawson, and I was born in Sucks 
county, Pennsylvania, near the capital seat, 
Doylestown. I went to Arkansas several 
years ago and merchandised in the town 
of Jonesboro, and then moved to Mena, in 
Sebastian county. I had a store there, and 
one day twenty-three months ago there 
turned up a young fellow named Tharpe, 
who claimed he was from Marion county, 
Georgia, and he pointed me out as a mur- 
derer who had committed a crime many 
years ago in his state. I was arrested and 
thrown into jail, and I asked chat I be 
brought face to face with my accuser, but 
this was not done. A young man named 
Rushing came from Georgia, and said he 
had been sent by the governor of that state 
to take me in custody. I took out a writ 
of habeas corpus, and the court decided 
against me, as Rushing swore positively 
that I was Oliver P. Jones. I appealed and 
the case was in the stUpreme court for two 
years, and a decision was made only a few 
days ago. I was only once in Georgia in 
my life before, wher went to Savannah. 
They say the man who killed the farmer 
was about thirty-five years old at the time 
the crime was committed, That " would 
make him fifty now. Look at me—at my 
mustache and hair. Am I that old? My 
age is thirty-five. If I committed the crime

W hat the Library Com- 
mittee of the Georgia 


Federation ts Doing. 


No department of the Georgia State Fed- 
eration is making more rapid development 
than that of the library work. The chair- 
man of the state committee, Mrs. Eugene 
Heard, said in a recent interview: 

“The Georgia Federation of Woman's 
Clubs has accomplished a great deal in 
the library field in the past two years, 
and shall have a full report of the work 
presented at the convention in Columbus. 
I understand that Mr. F. FA. Hutrhins. 
secretary of the Wisconsin commission, at 
the library congress at Omaha spoke at 
some length on the work accomplished by 
the Georgia federation and it was most 
favorably commented upon. The progress 
of the traveling library idea since 1897 
has been wonderful and an object lesson— 
a concrete application has done very much 
to intensify and spread the interest in the 
movement. As an educational influence 
the operation of the plan on a smal) scale 
in Muscogee and Bartow counties by the 
Woman's Clubs of Columbus and Carters- 
ville is proving successful beyond al] an- 
ticipation, 
the aan is going along apace al) over 

» and each club in the federation 
is desirous to own a number of traveling 
libraries. 

“As for my plans,” continued Mrs. 
Heard, “for the coming year in the libra- 
ry department of the federation I will 
simply state earnest efforts wil] be made 
to bring about co-operation between the 
school and the library. Between such in- 
stitutions the ciosest possible connection 
is desirable in order that their c0-opera- 
tion may bring the greatest good to the 
greatest number. Our public school system 
has done much for the education and ele- 
vation of the rising generation, and every- 
thing should be done in the power of the 
State to advance the standard of our 
schools and to widen their spread of in- 
fluence. The establishment of a free libra- 
ry in any locality would be equivalent to 
the introduction in the community of an 
advanced system of public schoo] tnstruc- 
tion which would be 6f incalculable benefit 
to old and young alike. 

“I understand the legislature of Mary- 
land at its last session passed a law which 
gives towns and smal] settlements of the 
State authority to establish public libra- 
ries, the expenses to be met by a local 
tax, limited to 5 cents on every $10 prop- 
erty valuation. Cannot some plan of a 
similar character be adopted in Georgia? 
And will not our larger cities,’” said Mrs. 
Heard earnestly, ‘‘take the initiative? Let 
their citizens petition the coming legisla- 
ture for the passage of *suchea law. Let 
them establish libraries within their own 
limits, adding to the home library a limit- 
ed number of traveling libraries. Atlanta 
is the most important, most progressive 
city in our state and is foremost in all 
good work. She is rich in historic asso- 
ciation. Wili her merchants, ther manu- 
facturers, her cultured classes bestir them- 
eelves in this good work? 

“The library committee hopes to oOrgan- 
ize other traveling library centers for the 
purpose of spreading the gospel of good 
books and convincing legislators that the 
people want them an@ that they can be 
supplied at small expense and in a very 
satisfactory way. The experience of 
others should be ample to establish this 
fact, but a demonstration close at hand 
seéIne to have greater effect. and with 
the evidence which can be adduced that 
their constituents are clamoring for books 
few members will grarcely be prepared to 
repeat their vote of 189. The campaign of 
1990 for traveling libraries will begin be- 
fore the election and candidates for the 
legislature will be requested to inform their 
neighbors how they stand on the propo- 
sition before their votes are secured. 

“It is the experience of library workers 
that residents of the agricultural] districts 
have an abnorma! appetite for literature 
in any form, and in no way can the 
residents of our small towns and country 
districts be better provided with sound 
and wholesome lifermture than by means 
of traveling libraries.”

In a letter addressed to the woman's de- 
partment, Mrs. R. B. Adair writes the fol- 
lowing letter suggesting a tribute to the 
memory of Winnie Davis: 

“The death of sweet Winnie Dayis 
brought profoundest grief to the south. 
The first thought at once suggested itself 
to erect a monument to her memory, as 
the only solace to grief-stricken hearts. 
The impulse of duty impels the veterans to 
claim this as their melancholy pleasure. 
Granting the justice of this claim, there 
remains yet a better way to perpetuate 
her memory, and I ask why not the 
Daughters of the Confederacy establish a 
home for some unfortunate class of society 
as a tribute that will embody the living 
spirit, that it may continue to speak and 
work for the good of the daughters of the 
southland? As she remained single, that 
she might provide for her mother, the fact 
Suggests an aged woman’s home as best 
illustrating her character, and in all the 
southern states the writer does not recall 
the existence of such a place, hence the 
need. The best monument to the dead is a 
permanent benefaction to the living. A 
benefaction bespeaks' with clearness the 
affection of the bereaved, at the same time 
it keeps the memory of the dead fresh in 
the gratitude of other hearts to whom 
sanctified grief has become a channel of 
blessing. A benefaction causes the dead to 
live in the minds and lives of those who 
are made better and happier. Such a 
memorial would be unspeakably more sig- 
nificant than the most costly and beautiful 
marble. The beneficiaries would tell the 
Story, she being dead, would yet speak 
words of hope and her perpetuated life 
become a source of help to many. May the 
question fall into hearts like a seed, and 
watered by'the dews of love of sorrowing 
women, quickly spring up.”

Fashion Notes in Gay Gotham 


New York, October 10.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.)—We use what we want now- 
adays and then throw it aside. Those, 
however, who in the past have taken care 
of what has been handed down to them 
will have their reward, especially as re- 
gards cameos and coral. The old-fashion- 
edcameo bracelets, necklets, brooches and 
buttons can be turned to most profitable 
account, and those possessing coral neck- 
laces of small, long beads closely strung 
together will have an opportunity of wear- 
ing them. They are so much handsomer 
than the strings of colored glass which are 
coming in. 

In the latter part of the last century 
semi-circu‘ar combs mounted in gold were 
worn as coronets: these are now mounted 
two together, one above the other, and 
are a most desirable accompaniment to the 
twists of hair out of which a bunch of 
loose curls emerge. For the hair worn 
low in the neck these combs singly will be 
brought forward on the head after the 
manner of the classic handeau. When 


on curds an@ edged with narrow velvet, 
while silk chiffon doubled 6n the cross is 
gathered into pouillonees of different 
widths, and for this nothing is so good or 
effective as the satin-faced chiffon. Many 
of the silk flounces are corded. a treat- 
ment which applies alike to silk, gauze and 
muslin in many colors, some of it bordered 
with Valenciennes. Wonderfully pretty are 


} the tulle ruches with chenille spots, but .0t 


half as charming as the ruffles for the 
neck made in the same tulle. with spots of 
two sizes, they are repeated in black and 
all colors. The prettiest are white with 
black spots. Some of the ribbons used [fr 
these ruchings have white black or bive 
edges and are often crimped. Crimped 
ch'ffon shows up well and so does double- 
colored gauze, but perhaps the best of them 
all and most in demand js the inch-wide 
double ruche of tarlatan edged with nar- 
row ribbon and goffered as well] as pleated. 

Chenille plays an important part in trim- 
mings and millinery. Chen'lle fringes are 
being revived from the long 2x20, same with 
trg satin crops at the tip of each strand. 
Ch«cville and cord passementeries are em- 
ploye® by the vest tailors on polonaises and 
capes. Many straight-edged insertions are 
made in chenille on net grounds and tinsel 
heads and chenille blend wonderfully we! 
together. In millinery it comes by the 
yard. 

One of the prettiest materials used for 
making up the autumn hats is a lattice 
work of chenille with sequins in the center 
of each diamond. This is to be had in 
cerise, light blue, national blue, peacock, 
black and white, and many other shades. 
Of course these hats need very little trim- 
ming. 

When the ‘season advances it is velvet 
that we shall be using in millinery trimmed 
with tulle—a juxtaposition with which as 
yet we are but little acquainted. One of 
the new models illustrates this exactly. The 
tulle is gathered into a small half-inch 
boulllonee, placed on the edge of the brim, 
and forming a pattern in circles on the 
crown; the wings are green and blue com- 
bined, made up of breast feathers, as many 
of them are. This particular model was 
dark blue velvet, and the prevailing colors 
are blue of many tones—sky, periwinkle, 
and royal blue. many shades of orange, 
from the lighter, which is almost maize, to 
the darker, which tones into red. Mauves 
and violets of every hue are also much 
worn, -and ruby. The toques are decidedly 
larger, so large that, in fact, they amount 
to small hats; while the hats grow bigger 
and more elaborate every day, and more 
costly bien entendu. The crowns of the 
toques and hats are, as often as not, of 
the beefeater order, soft and pleated, many 
of them embroidered all over in a gcroll 
pattern with fine ribbon. An example of 
this is a fawn velvet with a stiff brim, and 
a soft, curling white ostrich feather under 
it, extending to the back. Very often felt 
is the groundwork, and a crown of a stone 
tone thus treated is remarkable for a black 
pin inserted in the center without, appar- 
ently, any motive at all. We shall see this 
often by and by. In this case the brim was 
of kilted velvet, and there were bows of 
light blue velvet in the immediate front. 
Nearly all the models are trimmed in the 
front, and in such a wide and extended 
fashion that women are now not seldoni 
compared to horned cattle. Most of the 
heavy materials are to be trimmed with 
lighter fabrics, and a charming pervenche 
velvet toque was made with three gather- 
ed frillings for the brim, all edged with 
gathered chiffon. 

The few artificial flowers that are used 
are mostly made in velvet, and some of the 
toque crowns are formed of one huge rose, 
either in silk or velvet, beautiful in color. 
Some of the new flowers in shaded silk are 
tipped with chenille arranged in spots, and 
among the novelties of the hour are violets 
made of loops of chenille, five being needed 
for every bloom, and they are made in 
several shades. 

Felts are being made up this year in every 
reasonable shapes. There is the torquay, 
with its cloven crown sinking in the center, 
trimmed with striped ribbon, a feature in 
these useful hats, as well as spotted velvet. 
The crowns are square in many other ex- 
amples, surrounded by velvet, the brim 
turning up at the side of the boat-shape 
order. The leading colors in these are 
beavers, greens, grays, browns, red and 
cream color, royal blue, mulberry, mauve, 
light blue and light pink shades, which fig- 
ure in the sailor shape felts, with the crown 
slightly sunk at the top, making a thick 
ridge round like cording. For bicycling and 


traveling there are soft felt hats, which 


fold up to put in the pocket without spoiling 
the bow at the side. They are selling lit- 
erally by thcusands. The square crowns 
and the bell crowns rival the old favorite, 
the Alpine crowns, which are accompanied 
now by brims closeiy stitched all over, 
for the best kind of traveling hats. Some 
of them turn up higher on one side than 
on the other and are trimmed both with 
silk and velvet, striped quills figuring at 
the side. For what are technically called 
**misses;”’ that is, young girls in their teens, 
the brims of the felt hats are made some- 
what wider, the trimming consisting only 
of a bow at the side. 

In ribbons there is every width and every 
color in narrow velvet and wide ribbons, 
with plisses and ondules in contrasting col- 
ors. Antique satins and miroir velvets by 
the yard have been produced in ribbon and 
the widths that are most in demand are the 
six-inch and the four and a half, many 
of them having decided edges. There are 
plain ottomans, failles, shot ottomans, 
stripes, satinettes, shot spots and edges in- 
terthreaded with satin. The spangled spots 
on shot grounds ane found to be very use- 
ful. and there are satin velours in every 
width. The demand is great for narrow 
ribbons, now employed so much for em- 


broideries. 

The newer braids are made with a draw- 
ing thread, so that they can be formed into 
any twist or curl required; and to follow 
the dictates of fashion, these now are most 
numerous. Some of them have looped or 
picot edges and some a very narrow fringe. 
Plain black and white and white and biack 
blended are in the majority, but of course 
they are to be had in colors. It is a braid- 
ing year. There are some seven different 
widths.

Will Probably Select a Camp.

He Was Formerly Colonel of the Nine- 
teenth Infantry Regulars.

THE BRIGADE FROM THE SECOND 
division of the First army corps, cunsist- 
ing of the Fourth Tennessee, the Thirty- 
first Michigan and the Sixth Ohio volun 
teers, which has been ordered to Atlanta 
for winter encampment, will soon make 
preparation to break camp at Knoxville, 
where the Figst army corps is stationed. 

The nae selection of the camp site 
for the brigade is to be left to a board of 
officers appointed by the corps commander, 
which will come to Atlanta in advance of 
the troops. The First army corps is not 
under the jurisdiction of the department of 
the gulf, and General Pennington will have 
nothing to do with the disposition of the 
soldiers after they reach this city. 

The board of officers to come to Atlanta 
in advance of their brigade will have the 
choice of three sites, all of which were 
recommended by the board of inspection 
under General Schwan. The offer of the 
exposition grounds by the company owning 
it, together with the free use of the build- 
ings, was considered an excellent proposi- 
tion by the board under General Schwan, 
and it is almost certain that the camp of 
the brigade will be located at Piedmont 


park. 

The offer of the property east of the park 
and also the land at Kirkwood will be 
given consideration by the board, and it is 
possible that one of these places will finally 


be accepted. 

Brigadier General Snyder has been as- 
signed to the command of the brigade or- 
dered to this place, and he is cunsidered by 
the officers at the department of the gulf 
one of the most competent inen in the 
government's service. 

At the outbreak of the war General 
Snyder was the colonel of the Nineteenth 
infantry, one of the regiments now in ser- 
vice in Porto Rico, but after the call for 
volunteers was made by the president he 
was given the rank of volunteer general 
and assigned to the First army corps. Gen- 
eral Snyder has.the reputation of being a 
strict disciplinarian, and his camp will be 
a well-ordered one. 

In command of the Sixth Ohio, one of the 
regiments forming the brigade, is Colonel 
Cornelius Gardner, who, before the war, 
was a captain in the Nineteenth infantry. 
Colonel Gardner is highly thought of by 
those familiar with the record of army 
officers. 

The impression that the Sixth Ohlo is the 
one called the “President's Own” is a 
mistake. That regiment is the Eighth 
Ohio, and is called after the president be- 
cause several companies are from McKin- 
ley’s home town, Canton, Ohio. 

The order issued from Washington direct- 
ing the three volunteer corps to Georgia, 
authorized the movement to start on Oc- 
tober 27th, and since the brigades will 
come one at a time, it will probably be the 
ist of November before the three regiments 
ordered to this place arrive. 

The board to arrange for the camp site, 
however, is expected in the next week or 
two, as considerable work must be done to 
put the camp in proper condition for the 
troops. The objection raised in some quar- 
ters to the location of the camp at Pied- 
mont park will probably have no weight 
with the board to inspect the three places, 
and the best one will be chosen, regardless 
of objection. 

There is evidently considerable misunder- 
standing at the department of the gulf 
relative to the location of the brigade in 
this city. A board was appointed by Gen- 
eral Pennington some weeks ago to visit 
Piedmont park and estimate the cost of the 
repairs necessary to put the buildings in 
condition for occupancy. This beard was 
under the impression that the exposition 
grounds had been selected by the war de- 
partment as the camp site, and the report 
giving the cost of the various necessary re- 
pairs was made in detail. 

Now it is announced that the selection 
has been left entirely to the commander of 
the First army corps, or rather to a board 
to ge appointed at his direction.

made two arrests by city detectives which 
cleared up a mystery of an alleged at- 
tempt to murder and a great robbery which 
Was regarded as one of the recent sensa- 
tions in ‘police circles.- At the same time 
there was produced a living exemplar of 
Bret Harte’s heathen Chinee, which might 
have caused Bret to have wished he had 
never maligned the euchre player when 
there was a “Chinee’’ in Atlanta who could 
give the euchre player two in the game 
and then beat him. ‘‘For ways that are 
dark and tricks that are vain” Bret Harte’s 
Chinaman may have been peculiar, but¥he 
Atlanta Chinaman with hig murder mys- 
tery and grand highway robbery is morw 
than a few verses of poetry. 

The two persons against whom cases 
were made by City Detectives Harris and 
Walton yesterday morning were Will 
Woodham, a cotton mill hand who resides 
on Magnolia street, and Lo Jim, a China- 
man; who runs a laundry on Marietta 
street. 

Tuesday night about 10 o’clock Lo Jim 
was found in his laundry with his head 
beat up and he told a story to the police of 
amost blood-curdling attempt of three 
white men to murder and then wound it 
up with a story about three highwaymen 
robbing his cash drawer of $20. 

Lo Jim told that tale without a blink of 
his almond eyes and without a tremble in 
his voice. He even wept as he spoke and 
bemoaned the loss of his dollars. He awoke 
the pity of all who heard his tale of woe 
and he was sent to the hospital, where his 
wounded head was tenderly dressed. 

“It’s a shame to treat a poor, unoffending, 
ignorant Chinaman that way,’ remarked a 
sympathizing officer. 

There was actually some talk about rats- 
ing a subscription to partially reimburse 
the poor heathen. 

That an attempt to murder and qa robbery 
should be committed in tne very heart of 
the city at an early hour of the <vening 
incensed the police and two of the brst city 
detectives were put to work on the case at 
once.

THE FULTON COUNTY GRAND JURY 
was in session yesterday, finding true bills 
against a large number of lawd#reakers 
who are now in the county jail and will be 
tried at the next term of the criminal 
court, which convenes on-edionday morning. 

The jury was in session all yesterday 
and accomplished much work. The 
Solicitor’s office and the corridors of the 
courthouse were crowded with witnesses 
from all parts of the county to testify be- 
fore the jury. 

Among the cases taken under considera- 
tion by the jury were a number. of mur- 
ders that have been committed since the 
last session of the criminal court, Charges 
of burglary, larceny, robbery and rape 
were considered and in tne greater number 
of the instances true bills were returned. 

The jail hag a large number of prisoners 
now in it who will be either released or 
sent to the penitentiary next week and 
preliminary steps were taken before the 
grand jury yesterday. 

One of the most interesting cases before 
the jury was that of the state against 
Wade Hampton, who is charged with mur- 
der. Wade Hampton was a negro convict 
in the penitentiary at the Caattahoochee 
Brick Company’s camps and killed witt a 
crutch another one-legged negro who de- 
fended himself with a crutch. After Hamp- 
ton knocked his one-legged victim to the 
ground he jumped upon him and inflicted 
nine stabs, any of which, it was pro- 
nounced@ would have caused death. 

The murder was a most atrocious one 
and both the negroes were well Known in 
police circles as dangerous and worthless 
characters. The crime for which they were 
sent to the penitentiary was burglary. 

Hampton was indicted by the grand jury 
yesterday. He will be arraigned and tried 
at the next session of the court. 

The grand jury will be in session today 
and all cases remaining in the jail will 
probably come before it. The members o: 
the jury think they will finish their work 
today and no more sessions will be held for 
6ome time. 

The session of the criminal court on Mon- 
day morning will b*# a very inte’est.ne one 
and a large number of cases to be disposed 
of will require a full week if not longer.

Tells What He Will Do and Gives Cost 
of His Crematory. 


SAYS HE WILL SAVE CITY FIFTY PER CENT 


His Proposition Will Be Considered at 
This Afternoon’s Meeting—Other 
Propositions Before Board,

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WHEN THE BOARD OF HEALTH 
meets at 5 o’clock this afternoon it will 
have for consideration two propositions 
from two different persons looking to the 
disposa] and cremation of the city’s gar- 
bage. 

Both of these propositions, it is said, 
Will make a great change in the amount 
of money expended by the sanitary de- 
partment, and the strong point of eadh is 
Said to be its cheapness. 

The pfoposition of Mr. C. J. Simmong to 
haul the garbage to the present crematory 
on electric cars built for The purpose 
is already before the board and was heard 
at its last meeting. Mr. Simmons’s’ plan 
is to erect a road to the present crematory 
and thaul the garbage there murh cheaper 
than it is now hauled there by the wagons 
of ‘tthe sanitary @epifriment. 

Mr. Thomas E, Veal, ex-chief of the san- 
itary department, yesterday sent to each 
member of the board of health and to 
Mayor Collier a copy of a proposition to 
erect two central crematories in Atlanta 
Which he will present to the board of 
health at its meeting this afternoon. 

The proposition of Mr. Veal is made as 

manager of the ‘Iihackeray Incinerating 
and Fertilizing Company for the southern 
district. His proposition is to erect a 
crematory of 10 ton Capacity for $16,000 or 
a 200 tom plant for $24,000, the city to pay 
asma)l royaty for a number of.years. 
_ The offer is made to build a 200-ton plant 
and operate it at a cost to the city of not 
exceeding 40 cents per ton and will guar- 
antee to save the city one-third of the 
present cost of burning garbage. 

Several other propositions are embodied 
in Mr. Veal’s letter to the board of health. 
He states that it is his firm belief that 
the city can save one-half of the present 
amount spent for this purpose by erecting 
a crematory under dis proposition, the 
crematory to be centrally located. The 
point in favor of ‘ais propposition which 
Mr. Veal emphasizes is the saving to the 
city. 

His proposition in full is as follows: 

‘To the Honorabie Board of Health, At- 
lania, Ga.—Gentiemen: aAg tne subject of 
reducing the expenses of Une sanitary de- 
partment of Atlanta {ts being agitated, and 
believing that it will finaliy culminate in 
the erection of a central crematory that 
will destroy the entire city’s refuse, I re- 
spectiuily hand you herewitn tnis, my 
proposition, to build.ywou a Tnarkeray in- 
ciherator of any capacity you may de- 
Sire. 

‘I de not consider ii necessary for me to 
go into details of Wiuat can be saved the 
ugepartment by pursuing Unis course, as 
am aware that the honorable board is al- 
ready acquainted with these facts. 

“My proposition as manager of the 
Thackeray Inci:@rating and Fertilizing 
Company, of San Francisco, is this: We 
will build you a plant of lw-ton capacity of 
the ‘‘naackeray patent for about $16,vu or 
200-ton plant for about $24,000, the cily to 
Pay us a small royaity for a number of 

Or we will build you a 2-ton 
and operate it ourselves at a cost 
city of not exceeding 40 cents per 

and will guarantee to save the city 
one-third of the present cost of burning 
garbage and give a bond satisfactory to 
the city to this effect, you obligating the 
city to furnish us all the garbage, general 
reiuse and everything cwilliected by the 
city scavengers tor a certain number of 
years. 

“Or we will erect the furnace under the 
supervision of Mr. Thackeray, the in- 
ventor, and Jet the city pay the actual 
rost of material and construction, the com- 
pany not making any profit on the material 
or construction of the plant, our profit be- 
ing made from a smal] royalty per ton for 
a number of years. Or we will construct 
the furnace as above stated and let the 
city pay so muci for the use of same 
during the life of the patent, which is 
about fifteen years, settlement to be made 
quarterly, semi-annually or annually. 

‘This ig.to be considered an open prop- 
osition and not a sealed bid. If wae honor- 
able board decides to ask for sealed bids 
I respectfully ask for the privilege of 
putting in a bid for My company. °* 

“If the board is not sath tied gwith my 
statement about the practical workings of 
the Thackeray incinerator, I would like 
for them to appoint a representative from 
the board, togeé“ter with the city engineer 
or his assistant, to accompany me to Mon- 
treal to see the plant at that plare in 
operation, and 1 will pay all expenses of 
the trip. We will be perfectly willing to 
abide by their decision, and if they Tre- 
port favorably ‘we trust the wily will 
adopt and contract for our system. 

“T would like to call your attention to the 
following points of superiority of the 
Thackeray system over all others: 

“First, that our plant at San Francisco 
is destroying garbage at 1242 cents a ton, 
that ®ie one at Montreal is purning garb- 
age at 18 cents a ton; that the difference 
in cost of these two plants is explained by 
saying that at Montreal the garbage is 
mixed with snow and ice through the 
winter months and that swill garbage is 
mixed. with the general refuse.

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THERE WILL BE ONE POPULIST IN 
the next senate. 

Tt will be Hon, Mathew W. Gross and he 
will hail from the twenty-ninth senatorial 
district—the home district of Hon. Tom 
Watson, which consists of the counties of 
Oolumbia, Lincoln, McDuffie and Wilkes. 

This announcement will be a surprise, 
as it had been conceded by Mr. Gross and 
his friends that Hon. John E. Smith, the 
democratic nominee for senator from that 
district, had been elected. The first returns 
indicated Mr, Smith’s election and Mr. 
Gross, satisfled that he had been defeated, 
congratulated his apparently sucessful ad- 
versary on the result, and, be it said to his 
credit, he bore his. defeat in a _ thor- 
oughly graceful manner. 

Mr. Gross, who was in Atlanta yester- 
day to satisfy himself concerning the offi- 
cial returns, explains the mistake in this 
Way: “I sent a special] messenger,’ said 
he, ‘over to Lincoln county to get the re- 
turns from that county. He came back to 
Thomson and reported to me that my ma- 
jority in Lincoln was 270. I knew that I 
ha@ carried Columbia by 11 and McDuffie 
by 19%, and that the returns gave Wilkes 
to Mr. Smith by 596. With 
me in Lincoln county, this would have 
given the district to My opponent, Mr. 
Smith, by twenty-five majority. Since ‘my 
Own messenger brought the report from 
Lincoln. I had no reason to doubt its acs 
curacy and accordingly extended my con- 
gratulations to Mr. Smith and accepted 
the situation in as good humor as it is 
possible for a defeated candidate to do. 

“Imagine my surprise, therefore, on read- 
ing the ofiicial vote of Lincoln county to 
find that I had carried it by 370 instead of 
270. The official as consolidated. 
were so published in the Lincolnton paper. 
But fearing that there might stfll be a mis- 
take, I immediately investigated and found 
that both the democrats and populists con- 
ceded that the county was carried by me 
by a majority of just 19% more than my 
special messenger had told me. In 
up the precinct returns he no doubt failed 
to ‘carry one,’ and as his work there was 
hurrled he miscalculated the aggregate by 
100. I immediately came to Atlanta to ex- 
amine the official returns on record with 
the secretary of state, and have just done 
so. The figures above given are taken 
from the official reports on file, and they 
make my majority 75 over Mr. Smith.

He has been admitted to the bar, but has 
not yet begun the practice of law. He ex- 
pects to do so this winter at Thomson. 
He is a young man about thirty-five years 
of age, and says that notwithstanding the 
fact that he will be alone in his political 
glory in the next senate, that he expects 
to make friends of al] his senatorial as- 
sociates. 

‘‘As to a caucus,” sald he, “I do not sup- 
pose my senatorial associates will caucus 
against one man, particularly if they be- 
come satisfied that if that one man is not 
a clever fellow, it is not because he does 
not try to be. I am glad to say that very 
little acrimony and bitterness is now in- 
jected into the political campaigns in our 
section of the state. I think we are all be- 
ginning to understand one another better.’’ 

Mr. Gross says that Hon. Tom Watson 
is now at his home tn Thomsan, and that 
he devotes most of his time to the comple- 
tion of the second volume of his history 
of France. Mr. Gross is a warm admirer 
of Mr. Watson.

Small Engagement of Gold for Import. 
Day’s Net Gains Equal a Point 
in Many Stocks. 


New York, October 18.—The advance in 
Prices in today’s stock market was even 
more significant of the improved tone 
of speculative sentiment than that of yes- 
terday. For one reason this wag true, 
because quite a large short interest was 
eliminated from the market by yester- 
day's advance and the urgent demand from 
that interest satisfied. Another factor 
that might have been utilized by the bears 
was the depression in foreign markets, s0 
marked as to suggest some knowledge of 
pending political complications in the 
deeper financial countries. Not only was 
this indicated by the heaviness of securt- 
ties, a fal] of 5-16 in British consols and of 
lo centimes in French rentes, but the ex- 
cited condition of the foreign wheat mar- 
kets at the opening in Wall street brought 
orders to seli 15,00 shares or upward of 
stock for London account. The vears did 
in f@act avail themselves of this opening 
to make a drive against Tobacco, Sugar 
and Northern Pacific. but the confident 
manner in which ai] offerings, both for 
London and the short ount were ab- 
sorbed, took all the assurances out of 
them, and their only other aggressive 
move during the remainder of the day was 
a drive against Tobacco. The bearg have 
counted much on the damage from the

dustry, the conflict over the plug tobac- 
co trade and the reported divergence of 
ideas among the powers of Northern Pa>- 
cifle over the question of a division on the 
common stock to check any advance in 
the market on account of the very favor- 
able returns of railroad earnings and the 
General prosperous outlook for money. The 
movement in prices in these securities gave 
warning of compromises and adjustments 
and took away the mainstay of the bear 
movement. The process of covering of 
short contracts, therefore, proceeded on a 
large scale and large financial interests of. 
fered aggressive support to the prices of 
properties in which they were interested. 
A significant feature of today’s trading 
was investment.demanded for small ots 
of gilt-edge stocks. Manitoba closed wXh 
a bid of 7 per cent higher than last night.

Call loans were made at 2 per cent today 
and there is a constant increase in the 
supply of money offering both for time 
loans and mercantile paper.

United States Quadrupled Cotton Pro- 
duction Since 1872—Price Has 
Fallen About One-Fourth. 


The present low price of cotton is the sub- 
ject of much comment by people generally 
throughout the United States. 

All other industries have shown an ad- 
vancing tendency, while “‘king cotton” has 
falien to the lowest prices ever recorded, 
cvtton products closely following the lead 
Ot’ the raw material.

“Pwenty-tive years agu tue United States 
produceu 4v per cent vf the cotton of tne 
worlu; today sne produces 55 per cent of the 
Wceria’s cotton. “apis increase in the per- 
centage has been, not because of a reauc- 
tion of the cottun produced in other parts 
of the world, but simply on account oF tHe 
increase in our own. ‘Ine cotton supply of 
ihe other cotion-produceing sections ol the 
world in 1872-3 was 1,667,0 baies, and in 
1$9i-5, 1,66),v00 bales. Ine average cotton 
Proaguction of olher countries from sil tO 
S78 Was 1,615,W0 bales per annum, and from 
1840 to ISy7 was 1y924,.9 baies per anhum, 
showing that there has also been a slight 
growth in eotton production in other parts 
of the worid, while our own production has 
been increasing enormously. 

“Not only has the price of eotton fallen 
at about the same rate that the produc- 
tion has increased, but there has also been 
a corresponding fall in the price of cloths 
manufactured irom ecvtton. The reports of 
the bureau of statistics show that cotton 
‘printing cloths’ were quoted at 7.88 cents 
per yara in 1872, while reports just published 
show an average rate of 2.17 cents per yard 
in the cotton year 1898 for the same grade 
of cloths, the tall in the price of the mauf- 
fuctured article thus having, in this case 
at least, ntarly or quite kept pace with the 
Yall in the price of raw eoiton and the in- 
crease in production of that article. 

“It is proper to add that the prices quoted 
for the earlier years are basedupon the cur- 
rency values of that period, dnd if reduced 
to a gold basis would be slightly less. Cot- 
ton ‘printing cloths,’ » prices are given 
in the tabie, are of the quaity men f 
tured for in printing ealiece ond 
cepted as a standard grade by whieh prices 
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Alexander & Co., 
of “Cotton Movement 

Flcetuations” have their usual review ¢ 
the cotton crops which is well worth read- 
ing. 

‘The course of the cotton market during 
the crop year ending September 1, 1898, was 
without sensational features. The yvear 
opened with flattering promise of an abun- 
Cant crop, which—it Was conceded on_ all 
hands—had been grown at probably. less 
cost than ever before. 

“The cotton trade throughout the 
promptly adjusted itself to this theory, 
and accordingly the cotton market from 
the outset of the year struggled under that 
handicap. The only encouragement tending 
to counteract this condition was evidenced 
on every trand by improvement in condi- 
tions throughout this country and abroad. 

“These (bettered conditions in general 
trade were not sufficient, however, to ab- 
sorb the large stocks of manufactured cot- 
ton goods in first hands at all the trade 
centers, nor overcome the depressing in- 
fluence of the current crop accounts, which 
continued in promise of an abundant yleid. 

“As the season advanced receipts swelled 
into fabulous figures, which went to prove 
that the crop would in the end turn out 
to be the largest ever raised. This growing 
conviction throughout the world served as 
an irresistible hindrance to any material 
and lasting advance in the cotton market.” 

As to the future Messrs. Latham, Alex- 
ander & Co., say: 

“It must be admitted that conditions are 
not now favorable for any marked ad- 
vance in prices; but the new crop is not 
yet assured. We are only in the very be- 
ginning of gathering, and many things 
could happen between now and the end of 
the “picking time that 
vield materially. 

‘In the first place, the crop is late. The 
very small receipis of new cotton up to 
date prove that conclusively. Furthermore, 
we know that considerable damage has 
been done in Georgia, Arkansas, Tennessee 
and the Carolinas by the almost unprece- 
dented rains which have fallen in these 
sections since July Ist. 

“It is impossible to predict how soon they 
may have frost this season in the cotton 
belt, and because of the fact that the crop 
is late an early frost would do great dam- 
age. These are only cursory suggestions 
as to why we do not think it is conserva- 
tive to look for much lower prices for cot- 
ton when the price already ruling igs ex- 
ceedingly low. 

“Any estimate of the total cotton crop 
of the United States made at this early 
date is, in our opinion, valueless. 

‘There will be a large European demand 
for cotton this vear, and in wiew of the 
fact that our war with Spain is over, and 
that there is a widespread faith in better 
times and quickening trade of all kinds, 
we cannot believe the cotton-spinning in- 
dustry will be the only exception to this 
general imppevement, 

“No argument is necessary to make plain 
the inereasing activity in all lines of busi- 
ness; and with this, prosperity throughout 
the country must broaden and consumption 
of all kinds of manufactured goods largely 
increase. 

“With these gratifying conditions and 
flattering prospects We expect a better av- 
erage price for cotton during the current 
season than was realized last year.”’ 
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Hubbard Bros. & Co.’s Cotton Letter.

Cedar for Cigar Boxes. 
From The New York Sun. 

Vessels come into New York every week 
with cargoes of cedar, but since the troubles 
began in Cuba theircrips have been length- 
ened by a good many hundreds of miles. 
The best cedar for cigar boxes comes from 
Cuba, and when this source of supply was 
shut off quite an important industry was 
built up im the Bayano river, about thirty 
miles from Panama. The royai cedar of 
Panama comes nearer to rivaling the Span- 
ish cedar of Cuba than any heretofore dis- 
covered. lt has a @rong, penetrating odor, 
is very bitter in taste, of a pronounced red 
tint, and rich in medicinal properties. 


For many years manutacturers of cigar | 
boxes used only the Spanish cedar, cut in; 


the districts where the best Havana tobac- 
co Was ruised. All other cedar when made 
up inxo boxes tended to spoil good cigars, 
but the Spanrsh cedar not only heiped the 
cigars lo relain thelr Mavor, but even im- 
pieved it. ine cedar found growing on Lne 
Keys off the kiorida coast was exceilent for 
making ‘lead penciis, but it Was useless for 
cigar voxes. Besides deteriorating the cl- 
gars by Ms peculiar odor, the gum in it 
Ineiled wWMhen exposed to the neat and 
caused comsiderable trouble. When the war 
with Spain began the common cedar in the 
south was used. In Mexico a variety of 
cedar grows that makes a fair substutute 
for the Spanish cedar, bu¢c it is ruinous to 
pack first-class Havana cigars in boxes 
manutactured from it. For the cheap trade 
it is all right, and smokers of cheap brands 
of cigars would never notice the peculiar 
flavor the wood imparteé to the tebacco. 
Formerly when the Spanish cedar was so 
cheap and plentiful the makers of cheap 
brands of cigars always packed them 
in good Spanish cedar cigar boxes ¢oO im- 
prove their quality. Cigars thus packed 
tor a few months would have a delicate 
aroma which smokers would attribute to 
the tobacco, but which.was due entirely to 
the flavor of the cedar. 

The cedar forests of the United States 
were never so extensive as those in South 
and Central America; but In recent years 
the drain upon. them has been so tremen- 
dous that they are rapidly disappearing. 


The most valuable at one time were those 
Florida 


on the isiands and keys off the 
coast. One of the largest lead pencil com- 
panies in the world acquired the right to 
the best of these cedar islands, and it has 
been systematically denuding the forests 
ever since. Millions of lead pencils were 
annually made out of the cedar trees that 
fifty years ago clothed these kKey@, 

Almost the Sanje is true of other cedar 
forests in this Country. The mountain 
slopes of Tennessee and other southern 
States were at one time eléthed with vast 
Stretches of beautiful cedar trees. But they 
have been going very fast. In Tennessee 
the bucket factories use annually 5,000,000 
feet of cedar lumber; 1,000,000 feet go each 
year to St. Louis for fence posts, and the 
telegraph and railroad companies use cedar 
almost exclusively tor their poles and rail- 
road ties. 

The famous cedars of Lebanon are the 


most durable of all cedars, but the tree is 


of very Httle value commercially outside 
of its native habitat. It 1s cultivated in 
Murope for ornament, and a few specimens 
are in existence in this country. It can be 
grown in parks and gardens, but it does 
not thrive under natural conditions in the 
United States. The wood of the _ tree is 
fragrant, but i¢ is not so strongly scented 
as the red cedar of America. The wood is 
a reddish white color, and sometimes 
grain is so close that {t can be carved. 
to its durabilitv. mention should be 
made of the timber work of the roof of the 
Cordova cathedral, which was built eleven 
centuries ago of the cedar of Lebanon.

The Early Dictionaries. 
rom The Detroit Free Press. 

In the days when dictionaries were not, 
the schoolmaster sat in the midst of his 
pupils and taught them the meaning of 
words and how to preserve them in manu- 
script. Thus, the scholar’s only guide in 
after days was @he record he had taken. 
This limited knowledge could not long suf- 
ice; a standard of spelling wags required, 
and several dictionaries of more or jess 
Importance a pig in answer to the de- 
mand. In 1673 John Baret published a dic- 
tionary whieh he called “The Alveria~- 
the Bee Hive.’’« His pupils, whom: he ecall- 
ed his “diligent bees.”’ gathered the ma- 
terial for the work during the course of 
their studies. It was a quadruple diction- 
ary, having an English, French, Latin and 
Greek department. A genuine English div- 
tighary was published in 1616. A girl was 
described as “a roebuck of two years.” A 
column and a half was. given to the de- 
scription of a erocodile;, closing in this 
way: “It will weep over a man’s head af- 

devouring the body, and then devour 

head also.” Possibly from this comes 
the expression of “crocodile tears.’’ The 
first dictionary that aimed to give the de- 
rivation of words and the regulation of 
accents was published in 1617, and the first 
dictionary that was written with a pur- 
pose was published in 1623. 

The author says: “!T believe that jadies 
and gentlemen desirous of a refined and 
elegant speech will also like an English 
éexpositor of vulgar words, mocke words 
and fustian terms in order that they may 
be able to express themselves properly.’’ 
John Wesley came next with his diction- 
arv of 100 pages, which he frankly pro- 
nounced the best in the world. And thus 
we are led up through the gradual] awaken- 
ing of the times to Johnson. He was a 
scholar with the dreams of the poet, but 
he awoke to the needs of the public and 
wrote a dictionary. Although he was 
charged with making 4,300 blunders, it was 
the best that had vet been written. W hen 
he had arrived at the word ‘“‘lexicographer 
he had filled two large volumes that were 
half a vard high, 2, foot wide and a finger 
thick, weighing many pounds. When his 
work was completed it represented eight 
years of solid labor for himself and a smal} 


‘ army of assistants. Johnson has had many 


cuccessors, but of these one need not write. 
for all the world knows them. _

Meridian, Miss., “ill not allow any one 
to enter’that city by dirt road or railroad 
who has not the permission of the town 
board of health. 

Chattanooga, Tean., requires a_ certifi- 
cate from a health officer stating that ths 
traveler not been in an infected sec- 
tion in ten days. There many other 
places which have similar regulations. 

Columbus, Miss., which is just across the 
line from Alabama, has no yellow fever. 
Three telegrams were received in Atlanta 
yesterday from Officials and prominent 
citizens of the town stating that the case 
which had been thought to be a mild case 
of yellow fever had turned out to be only 
a mild case of bilious fever. The author- 
ities of Columbus were so much exercised 
over the report which got out that they 
had yellow fever in their city that they 
sent to Mobile for an expert and had him 
mak2 them a visit and examine the pa- 
tient. The expert said that it was not yel- 
low fever at all. This afforded the citizens 
of Columbus immense relief. 

Chewalla, Tenn., is one of the towns 
which does not allow passengers to get 
off trains. Railroad agents have been no- 
tified not to sell tickets to Chewalla, Tenn., 
but there are not many people in this 
part of the country who ever heard of Che- 
walla before. 

The Southern railway has discontinued 
train service in Mississippi west of Colum- 
bus except between Greenwood and Green- 
ville. 

Louisiana has lifted ther quarantine 
against New Orleans. The situation in 
Texas is nothing like so bad as it was one 
year ago, 

Some of the railroads in Mississippi and 
Louisiana are crippled by the quarantine 
rules, but they are al] better off this year 
than they were in 1897. The LouisVille and 
Nashville has taken off the train between 
Montgomery and New Orleans which con- 
nects with the fast mail passing through 
Atlanta from the north early in the morn- 
ing, but the Washington and New York 
limited which ‘arrives in Atlanta at 3:% 
o’clock in the afternoon going south goes 
on to New Orleans, sleeping cars and all. 

The testimony of the railway managers 
is that the regulations this year are more 
sensitive than those of 1897, but there is 
still room for improv ement in some places.
